There 
will be propaganda pressure In France and Great Britain to support* this 
proposal. 

2. If this program is achieved, a satellite attack on Yugoslavia will, he post- 
poned until the United States troops have left the continent. Otherwise, a 
satellite attack is alleged to be planned for April if the Soviet Union *ets 
the Impression during tin negotiations that a campaign against Yugoslavia can 
be localized and not cause a paneral war.
